Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  statistical  information  contained  in  the  later  pages  of 
this  report  is  encouraging.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that 
no  deaths  whatsoever  occurred  from  Diphtheria,  Meningitis, 
Whooping  Cough,  Syphilis,  Measles  or  Pregnancy.  Acute  Polio- 
myelitis, of  which  there  was  a fair  epidemic  in  the  country,  claimed 
one  life  in  this  area  (14  cases  were  notified).  Notifications  of 
Diphtheria  fell  from  35  in  1949  to  1 1 in  1950. 

Not  so  satisfactory  were  the  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (20.83  per  1,000  live  births  in  1949  and  47.3  per  1,000  live 
births  in  1950)  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (41  in  1949,  65  in  1950). 
It  is  just  possible,  though  unlikely,  that  this  latter  increase  may 
have  been  entirely  due  to  improved  methods  of  detecting  and 
diagnosing  early  cases.  Certainly  the  slight  fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (17  in  1949,  15  in  1950)  would 
appear  to  reflect  the  advances  in  drug  and  other  treatment  of  the 
disease.  During  the  year  the  re-organisation  of  the  T.B.  register 
was  completed.  Co-operation  with  the  Housing  Dept,  was  con- 
tinued and  a good  number  of  tuberculosis  families  were  re-housed 
as  a result. 

The  campaign  relating  to  the  immunisation  of  school  children 
against  Diphtheria  mentioned  in  my  last  report  was  pursued,  and 


the  children  were,  as  far  as  possible,  brought  up  to  date  in  the 
r> — 1 1 years  age  group.  The  immunisation  of  infants  in  the  infant 
welfare  clinics  went  ahead,  though  nothing  like  100%  of  the  mothers 
brought  their  children  for  protection. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  claimed  much  of  the  Departments  time. 
Further  data  were  supplied  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  as  part  of  that  Department’s  long  term 
research.  Local  firms  again  in  the  main  showed  co-operation  with 
us  in  our  policy  of  “ peaceful  pursuasion.”  This  was  just  as  well 
in  view  of  the  absence  of  satisfactory  legislation  on  the  subject. 

A mention  of  the  housing  problem  has  become  platitudinous. 
Nevertheless,  the  problem  goes  on  with  no  sign  of  improvement, 
and  remains  a vast  factor  in  the  causation  of  mental  and  physical 
ill-health.  In  hopeful  anticipation  of  better  times,  work  has  been 
started  on  a new  housing  register. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  various  members  of  the  Staff  for 
their  part  in  the  valuable,  if  unspectacular,  work  done  by  the 
Department.  Their  jobs  have  not  been  made  easier  by  a shortage 
of  clerical  staff  for  several  months  in  the  year.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1950. 

During  the  year  the  inspection  of  food  and  food  preparing 
premises  was  given  increased  attention.  Progress  was  made  in  the 
provision  of  wash  hand  basins  with  constant  hot  and  cold  water, 
this  being  accomplished  by  tactful  persuasion  and  goodwill. 

Adopting  the  Model  Bye-Laws  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  clean  conditions 
and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and 
delivery  of  food  was  a step  in  the  right  direction  which  was  gratifying 
to  the  Health  Department. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  in  regard  to  Housing,  but  until  old, 
worn-out,  insanitary  houses  can  be  dealt  with  in  Clearance  Areas, 
then  the  demolition  of  these  must  be  slow.  Another  point  must  be 
borne  in  mind,  and  that  is  that  other  Houses  are  ageing  and  with 
the  shortage  of  building  materials,  and  the  cost  of  repairs  increasing, 
a heavy  reconstruction  programme  will  be  necessary. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  for  their 
whole-hearted  support  and  co-operation  in  a service  which  makes 
greater  demands  and  increased  responsibilities  year  by  year.

There  is  only  one  Offensive  Trade  premises  (gut  scraping)  in 
the  district ; this  is  visited  regularly  : it  is  always  maintained  in  a 
clean,  sanitary  condition. 

Fried  Fish  Premises. 

During  the  year  97  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises.  Some 
of  the  premises  are  old  and  conditions  not  what  one  would  desire  at 
the  present  time,  yet  the  occupiers  do  their  best  to  give  clean  service.

Disinfections. 

83  Houses  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  and  terminal  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Disinfestations. 

153  visits  were  made  (primary  and  secondary)  to  Council  and 
privately  owne,d  dwelling  houses  infested  with  vermin.  These  were 
treated  with  a spray  solution  containing  not  less  than  5%  of 
D.D.T.  or  with  Gemmexane  Generators.  In  the  majority  of  the 
houses  treated  only  minor  infestations  were  found. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

During  the  year  126  visits  were  made  to  places  on  which  these 
wanderers  had  pitched  their  camp.  Most  of  them  do  not  appear  to 
go  very  far  away,  for  we  have  moved  them  off  the  same  site  three 
or  four  times  during  the  year.  It  would  appear  that  very  few  local 
authorities  desire  them  in  their  Areas,  and  still  less  I suggest  would 
want  to  find  them  houses  (this  is  provided  they  were  willing  to  live 
in  them).  The  average  householder  does  not  desire  them  near  his 
residence,  owing  to  their  mode  of  living.  On  the  other  hand 
(owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage  in  the  Country)  many  people 
are  buying  the  trailer  caravan  as  a more  or  less  permanent  type 
of  dwelling. 
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There  is  therefore,  I suggest,  much  scope  for  thought  and  * 
action,  as  unfortunately  this  problem  is  resolving  itself  into  two 
divisions,  one  for  the  worker  type  who  cannot  obtain  a house,  and 
the  other  for  the  wanderer  type. 

Food  Preparation  and  Handling. 

The  handling  of  foods  in  an  hygienic  manner  calls  for  strict 
cleanliness  at  all  stages,  viz  : (a)  Persons  ; ( b ) Premises  ; ( c ) Food- 
stuffs ; (d)  Equipment  ; also  one  must  constantly  keep  in  mind 
vermin  control. 

It  does  appear  to  me  that  if  we  are  to  have  clean,  wholesome 
food,  then  it  will  be  very  necessary  to  recruit  persons  into  the  food 
service  who  regard  cleanliness  as  a desirable  and  necessary  condition, 
not  merely  because  dirt,  etc.  can  cause  disease,  but  because  cleanli- 
ness in  itself  is  worthwhile. 

From  these  few  points  alone,  (which  can  be  greatly  enlarged 
upon),  one  can  very  easily  realise  that  parents,  teachers,  etc., 
cannot  start  the  training  and  education  in  personal  hygiene  any  too 
soon  in  the  life  of  a person.  Habits  can  be  formed  very  early  in 
life,  undesirable  traits  corrected,  and  by  that  means  we  can  bring 
about  a clean  food  conscious  community.
